OZONE FOR TUSCA1.00SA WATER 
Speaking before the Rotary Club of Tuscaloosa, Stew 
irt J. Lloyd, professor of chemistry and metallurgy at the 
Jniversity of Alabama, suggested to the membership of 
bat body that the taate of the water furnished the citl* 
ens of Tuscaloosa could be improved 
by 
substituting 
•zone for chlorine for sterilisation purposes.

/The taste and smell of the water supplied Tuscaloosa, 
re explained, was the result of chlorine being added to 
he water, which contains small amounts of phenols from 
.he by-product plants at Holt, 
, 
The recommendations of the Alabama professor might 
>ear investigation of authorities here. 
Chlorine is used 
o treat the raw river water here, before it is served to 
Albany and Decatur patrons. 
We have ao by-product 
ulants to contend with, so more than' likely our water 
supply is more palatable than that of Tuscaloosa 
At the same time the taste and smell of the water 
lere is not all that could be desired. 
Health authorities 
ell us that it is absolutely pure, but if wo can get pure 
water and good water by changing our process of treat- 
nent, why not look into the proposition? 
It might be that the use of ozone has not yet reached 
he point where the results obtained by it» use can be 
fully guaranteed, although the professor points out that 
it has been found satisfactory in Philadelphia, Pa., Lind- 
*ey, Canada, and Paris and Nice, France. 
Its use might 
be too expensive, for he declares the new process Is some 
10 to 12 times as costly as the old chlorine method. 
He recommends that Tuscaloosa go deeply into 
the 
proposition before urging it. His recommendation in that 
rhspect of course, would apply to any community, but his 
address was TPh interesting answer to some of the civic 
problems before Alabama cities. 


UNDERWOOD BILL 8TILL HAS MANY MORE 
LEGISLATIVE OB8TACLES TO JUROLE 
The Underwood bUl has won its initial victory in the 
senate and a majority of members of that body have gone 
record as favoring private operation of Muscle Shoals 
over the government plan as submitted by Senator Nor­ 
ris. 
The Underwood measure, however, still -has many 
legislative obstacles to hurdle before it can be enacted in­ 
to law. 
^ 
That the Tennessee Valley realizes that the time for 
shouffng has not yet arrived, was indicated by the luke­ 
warm interest displayed here in the fate of the Under­ 
wood measure. 
Action of the senate on Tuesday after 
noon in sustaining the veto of President Coolidge on the 
postal salary increase bill, apparently was of more inter­ 
est here than was the decision of the senate on the Un­ 
derwood act. 
A great many more calls for information 
were received by The Daily on Tuesday afternoon than 
were received on-Thursday afternoon. 
The situation in Washington, in 
regard 
to 
Muscle 
Shoals, has been so be-clouded by charges and counter­ 
charges, amendments and substitutions, that it has been 
difficult for the public to follow the legislative fight. The 
Valley knew that it wanted the offer of Henry Ford ac­ 
cepted, and when that offer was withdrawn, the Valley 
was bewildered. This section has not yet recovered from 
that blow to our hopes.

Valley people -are confident that the government hav­ 
ing gene this far, will not turn back, but that the poten­ 
tial power at the Shoals will be made a reality.
